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1. Two new Russian research offices have beon opened in Jachynmov. ne, the Insti-~ 
tute for Radium Research (Institut pro radiove badani), is under the direction 
of the Soviet Professor Viadinir Kirtusov and employs a mmber of Geman sei- 
entists, The other is the Institute for Atomic Dispersion (sic - Institut pro 
rozbijeni atorm). Both bodies are functionine in the former Motel Adlon at 


Jachymov. The engincers and technicians are billeted in the forver Palace Hotel 
in the sane town. 


2. New uranium ore mines have been opened near Vejprty (K72) and Marianske Lagne 
(P56). Efforts to locate uranium ore in the vicinity of “nisek (166) have been 


unsuceensful, but deposits of a surerior prade of iron ore have been discoverad 
there. 
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
